the support of the commission be in­ 
creased. 
In this connection it is stated 
that the clerical force employed during 
the year has been overworked, and that, 
notwithstanding this fact, the marking of 
examination papers was fully two months 
in arrears at the end of the vear.

Chicago, Dec.3 .—Just after tho bailiff 
opened court in the Cronin trial Monday, 
Mr. Forrest rose and said: “We are ready 
to introduce evidence.

Judge Longenecker cross-examined. 
‘‘Are you sure it was April 27?” 
“Yes, sir, because there was an argu • 
ment as to whether or not Coughlin wasn't 
in the store May 4. 
Then we looked at the 
book and the purchase of tho pants was 
down there for April 27.” 
“ Is the name on the books?” 
“ No, It was simply a cash transaction. 
The name wasn’t put down. ’' 
“ You’re sure it wasn't May 4? Your 
brother didn’t state then that Coughlin 
went from there to the Chicago Opera 
house!”' 
“ I did not hear my brother state any­ 
thing of the kind.” 
Jake Loewenstein, Coughlin's partner, 
was put on and swore the? he was well 
acquainted with Coughlin’s knives, and 
that ha recognized one of them as the 
one Coughlin had carried for a long time. 
He knew it from its general appearance 
and also from the appearance of the point 
where Coughlin had rubbed it, as be was 
in the habit of doing, on the sandstone in 
front of the Chicago avenue station. 
The other one he was pretty sure of, 
but wasn't quite positive.

testimony of Loewenstein, and after a 
trifle delay Judge Wing resumed h s argu­ 
ment 
Judge Wing said that in all cases of 
criminality the burden cf proof rested on 
him who made the accusation 
The State 
must prove, beyond a reasonable doubt, 
the guilt of these mea on trial. 
Then 
the lawyer began hit analysis of the evi­ 
dence submitted by the State. 
He took 


wafc til at o f' Frank Scan Ian, and that of 
defense’s own witness, Budonlx nder, while 
infinitely better, was also not kb solute. 
Taking up the circumstance of the 
knives found on Coughlin and baid to be 
those of Dr. Cronin, Judge Wing insisted 
that if they had belonged to the missing 
man a detective as skilled as Coughlin, 
r e ^ ig for days under suspicion, would 
never have carried them on his porson. 
Finding them in his pockets under suet 
circumstance® was proof that they wort 
his own. 
Tho speaker claimed that the 
State had not established a conspiracy— 
they had merely pointed out a few inci­ 
dents that might imply one, but tile j ury, 
in order to convict, must have the fact of 
a conspiracy absolutely proven. 
“The proof shows,” said tho Judge, 
that forty men were present on tho night 
tho conspiracy was planned. 
Who o»es 
heard of such a thing since the world bo 
gen? The doctor’s murder planned un­ 
der tho very eyes of some of his bes! 
friends! It is improbable on its face, is 
every way. and who can believe it? Th* 
most that can ba said of that meeting ii 
that a large number were in favor ol 
censuring Cronin for divulging the minor­ 
ity report of tho trial committee. 
In that 
camp there were a lot of men who were 
dissatisfied by Cronin reading a report lr 
another camp. 
Do you think a murdei 
would be planned right there? Why don’’ 
they 
put all the interrupters in the 
prisoners' box the same as my client and 
try them for murder? Why, the circum­ 
stances they show hero would lie at the 
door of auy of the thirty-five other men 
who were at camp £0 that night 
“ Suppose a secret committee was ap­ 
pointed. 
Is there any proof of it? And 
yet the public prosecutor points his lingo* 
at Dan Coughlin and calls him tho chair 
man of a committee when their own wit 
nesses swear no such committee was ap­ 
pointed. They produce the records of that

JUDGE WING SPEAKS. 
up first the circumstance of Saloonkeeper 
Nieman’s 
testimony 
that 
O’Sullivan, 
Kunze, and Coughlin were in his saloon 
Saturday, May 4, at l l o'clock at night. 
Nieman’s testimony was not conclusive, 
Judge Wing maintained, even if it stood 
uncontradicted. 
Nieman was not sure 
that Coughlin and Kunze were the men 
who were with O’Sullivan on that night. 
He thought they were the same. 
“Can you believe him? To do so you 
must be more certain than the witness Nie­ 
man himself was. 
Nieman was not sure 
that these were the men. He thought so. 
You know who were there with O’Sulli­ 
van. 
It was 
the Hyland boys. Be­ 
cause after all the only significance in 
the world belonging to the circumstance 
is as to who his companions were. 
If it 
were Coughlin and Kunze together with 
O’Sullivan at that hoar of night in close 
proximity to the spot where the crime was 
supposed to have been committed it would 
be a suspicious circumstance. 
But do yon 
believe it? Do you believe beyond a doubt 
that of which the witness himself was not 
certain? And that, too, when the lives of 
five men are at stake? I do not under­ 
stand how any lawyer could look into the 
faces of twelve men who are trying men 
for their lives and ask them to convict 
these men on such testimony as that.” 
Judge Wing continued to analyze and 
criticise the evidence offered by che State 
as to O'Sullivan's whereabouts on the 
night of May 4 and the alibi set up against 
it. He maintained that the Hylands were 
worthy of belief in their positive evidence 
as against the hesitating testimony of Nie- 
man in his uncertain identification of 
Coughlin and Kunze. 
“They ask yon to send five men to the 
gallows because one man is tall and an 
other not so tall,” said the lawyer. 
He 
insisted that the entire Sullivan household 
—Mrs. Whelan. Miss McCormick, and the 
men employed by O’Sullivan was at home 
and in bed that night. 
“Before the circumstances sworn to in 
his hesitating way can be considered by 
you you must believe the whole O'Sullivan 
household, male and female, to be an 
aggregation of perjurers.” 
Judge Wing continued his criticism of 
Niemann’s testimony, and claimed that 
the circumstance of Coughlin and Kunze 
being with O’Sullivan was not sufficient­ 
ly shown by the State, and, besides that, 
completely disproven by the testimony of 
the Hylands and the O'Sullivan house 
hold. 
It was not probable that Kunze,

CREAM O F T H E N E W S. 


••A DISGRACE TO CIVILIZATION.” 
The New York Herald, under the fore­ 
going head-lines, prints editorially the 
following three brief paragraphs: 
It is almost incredible that the Spring 
Valley Coal Company should upon re­ 
opening its mines refuse employment to 
tbe miners who took food, clothing, and 
medicine to sick a rd hungry folks dur­ 
ing the lock-out, and yet such is the 
news telegraphed from Chicago yester­ 
day.! 
A more brutal and damnable action can 
hardly be conceived in a civilised com­ 
munity. It has cowed the relief com­ 
mittees and supplies have ceased. Dis­ 
ease and starvation may stalk unchecked 
among the helpless men and women. 
When spring comes tbe sleek directors 
of this wealthy corporation oan point to 
the graves of those who perish this win­ 
ter and say to their slaves,“lf you would 
save your dear ones from this fate take the 
wages we offer yon without murmuring.*’ 
Then the directors may go back to their 
homes and thank God that they live in a 
land ut liberty and charity. 
One gets sick cf reading of the brutal­ 
ities ct the Spring Valley coal company, 
especially when it is considered that tbe 
great monopolist and democratic states­ 
man, W. Ll. Scott, is the chief owner of 
tbe mine. He is one of those free {trail­ 
ers who seems to care little for the work­ 
ing people so be oan enrich himsslf. He 
professes to have a conscientious [ regard 
for work.ng people, but be always stands 
ready to crush them whenever his own 
interests will be advanced thereby. 
One would suppose that in all this 
broad land, where there is so much of 
liberty to boast of, where charity comes to 
the homes of thousands of poor, and where 
therj is so much christian intelligence, 
there could not be found aa organiza­ 
tion so mercenary and heartless as tbe 
Spring Valley Goal Company. Wheu 
snoh a condition of things exists as this 
is it any wonder there is a growing pre­ 
judice among the working people against 
capital and corporations ? 
What a vast difference there is between 
William Walter Phelps, the protection­ 
ist, who when his great mills burned 
down in New Jersey, and he was the re­ 
publican minister to Austria, telegraphed 
hts partners—“Keep the men on the pay 
roll till works are rebuilt, and charge ex­ 
pense to me”; and the great free trader 
W. L. Scott, who seeks to crash his em­ 
ployes and that without the shadow of 
mercy. 


THE WASTE OF FUEL. 
It has been remarked that large cities 
are straggling with the electno-moter 
problem before the possibilities cf coal 
for loeomotive-fnel are anywhere near 
exhaustion. Senator Frye's statement 
abont the central Pacific railroad show 
that as coal is now burned in locomotives 
there is a wade of from fifty to seventy- 
five per cent. That is, if the heat oould all 
be utalized,a ton of ooal would do almost 
twice what it now does. 
It is said that the Central Pacific alone 
wastes between three and five million 
dollars a year in fuel consumption. 
There is not only marvelous waste of fuel 
en locomotives, bat in the homes of .the 
people the waste ia guessed at from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent. To utilize 
all tbe heat of a grate, a furnace, or a 
range, is a great problem. 
Scientific 
men have. made wonderful prog less in 
many lines of popular inventions or dis­ 
coveries, bat little or nothing has been 
done to reduce the extravagance of f aei

The die is cast. 
Thoro Is to be a base­ 
ball war. 
The matter was decided at the 
meeting of the Brotherhood players in 
New York, when, after a discussion of six 
hours, the following address was made to 
tho public: 
“At last the Brotherhood of Base-Ball 
Players feels at liberty to make known its 
intentions and defend itself against the as­ 
persions and misrepresentations which for 
weeks it has been forced to suffer in si­ 
lence. 
It is no longer a 83cret that the 
players of the league have determined to 
play next season under different manage­ 
ment, but for reasons which will, we think, 
be understood it was deemed advisable to 
make ho announcement of this intention 
until the close of the present season; but 
now that the struggle for the various pen­ 
nants are over and the terms of our con­ 
tracts expired there is no longer any rea- 
son for withholding it 
In taking this 
step we feel that we owe it to the public 
and to ourselves to explain br icily some of 
the reasons by which we have been moved. 
“There was a time when the league 
stood for integrity and fair dealing; to­ 
day it stands for dollars and cents. 
Once 
it looked to the elevation of tho game and 
ail honest exhibition of the sport; to-day 
its eyes are upon the turnstile. 
Men have 
come into the business from no other mo­ 
tive than to exploit it for every dollar in 
sight. 
Measures originally intended for 
the good of the game have been perverted 
to instruments for wrong; the reserve rule 
and the provisions of the national agree­ 
ment gave the managers unlimited power, 
and they have not hesitated to use in tho 
most arbitrary and incendiary way, and 
players have been bought, sold, and ex­ 
changed as though they were sheep instead 
of 
American citizens! 
“Reservations” 
became with them another name for prop­ 
erty right in the player, and by a com­ 
bination among themselves, stronger than 
the strongest trust, they were able to en­ 
force the most arbitrary measures, and the 
player had either to submit or get out of 
the profession in which he had spent years 
in attaining proficiency. 
“Even the disbandment and retirement 
of a club did not free the players from the 
octopus clutch, for they were then peddled 
around to the highest bidder. 
That the 
player sometimes profited by the sale has 
nothing to do with the case, but only 
proves 
the 
injustice of his previous 
restraint. 
Two years ago we met the 
league and attempted to remedy some of 
these evils, but through what has been 
politely called ‘league diplomacy’ 
we 
completely failed. 
Unwilling longer to 
submit to such treatment we made a 
strong effort last spring to reach an under­ 
standing with the league. 
“To our application for a 
replied that the matter was not of suffi­ 
cient importance to warrant a meeting, , 
and suggested that it be put off until fait 
Our committee replied that the players 
felt that the league had broken faith with 
them; that while the results might be of 
little importance to the managers they 
I were of importance to the players; that if 
the league would not concede what was 
fair we would adopt other means to pro­ 
tect ourselves; that if postponed until fall 
we would be separated and at the mercy 
of the league, and that as the only course 
left us required time and labor to develop, 
we must therefore insist upon an immed­ 
iate conference. 
Then, upon the final re­ 
fusal to meet us, we began organizing for 
ourselves aud are now in shape to go 
ahead next year under new management 
and new auspices. 
“We believe that it is possible to con­ 
duct our national game upon lines which 
will not infringe upon individual and 
natural rights. 
We ask to be judged 
solely by our work, and, believing that 
the game can be played more fairly and 
its business conducted more intelligently 
under a plan which excludes everything 
arbitrary and un-American, we look for­ 
ward with confidence to the support of the 
public and the future of the national 
game. 
“ The N ational B rotherhood of Ball­ 
players. ” 
There were about forty players present 
at the meeting. John M. Ward presided, 
and drew up the paper. 
Tim Keefe was 
secretary. 
The men who voted were as 
follows: 
Chicago, Pfeffer; Indianapolis, 
Andrews; Pittsburg, Hanlon; Cleveland, 
Twitchell; 
Boston, 
Brouthers; Buffalo, 
Rowe; Washington, Irwin; New York, 
O’Rourke; Philadelphia, Buffinton. 
The 
other players present were: Philadelphia 
—Fogarty, Wood. 
Murvey. 
Boston— 
Kelly, Morrell. 
New York—Gore (who 
was elected to the Brotherhood that day), 
Ewing, Slattery, Connor, Brown, Hat­ 
field. 
Cleveland — Faatz, Strieker. 
A 
hundred other players, minor league man­ 
agers, scouts for the league magnates and 
capitalists, were in the lobbies. 
Aside from the adoption of the address 
the brotherhood heard reports from all the 
National League cities and decided that all 
was fair. 
It also decided to draw on the 
American association whenever one of its 
stars was needed and willing to come. 
Not more than eight association men will 
be taken. 
Chicago will get two surely 
and four possibly, and the men needed are 
all selected and fixed. 
They belong to the 
three association clubs. 
In the matter of the contracts Bob In- 
gersoll says they are not worth the paper 
they are printed on, and Judge Howland 
has advised his clients to put all the money 
they choose into the scheme.

agent for the collection of statistics of 
education for the United States. 
Pubho schools are bo related to systems 
of public record that their statistics are 
obtainable through established methods 
Incorporated private schools have I 
place in public records. 
Parochial schools; generally render 
stated reports to seme controlling body. 
Unincorporated private sobools form a 
considerable element of usefulness here­ 
to unmeasured. It ie desirable to gather 
reports of the number of teachers and 
pupils in suoh echools, without troubling 
them for the financial statements that 
schools supported by pubho funds owe 
to the tsx-payere. 
The enumerators of population will 
report each person who has attended 
Echool within the year, and whether at a 
public or at a private echool; and for all 
persona ten years of age and over, those 
who eau read and write.

izer.

stock company, 
that 
our 
business 
men 
meet 
with 
them and lend them all the encour­ 
agement necessary, both by their pres­ 
ence and by subscriptions for stock in 
giving this project a start. It is a matter 
that every citizen is more or lese inter­ 
ested in, as with improved methods for 
handling, better and more wholesome 
meats are insnred; and ae for the invest­ 
ment it will, without question, yield 
handsome returns. 
Janesville has al- 
wayeibeen noted for its enterprise, and 
what its sister cities have done it can ac­ 
complish. If this suggestion meets with 
the response that it should, a call for a 
meeting shoald be issued and the project 
given a good start.

Photographs of tho Interior of the 
gun are oven taken by means of the 
electric light, and the information ob­ 
tained by these means is most valuable 
and is manifestly more satisfactory 
than that given by tho method of 
taking impressions of the bore in soft 
rubber. 
Photography has also been made uso 
of in studying the motion of tho pro­ 
jectile. In the case of large guns in­ 
stantaneous views of tho shot during 
it9 flight havo been successfully taken 
by means of a camera provided with 
quick acting shutter. This method is 
not applicable, however, to small arms 
A rifle bullet is a small object, and the 
( camera must bo set near its path in 
order to obtain a picture of sufficient 
size to bo of use; but the nearer the in­ 
strument is placed to[the moving object 
to bo photographed, tho more rapid is 
the motion of tho imago over the plate, 
and no “instantaneous” or quick act­ 
ing shutter could possibly be made to 
operate with sufficient rapidity, or at 
the proper instant, to give a sharply 
defined picture. Tho desired end is 
accomplished, however, by the aid of 
electricity. Tho camera is provided 
with an extremely sensitive plate anc 
placed in a dark room, through which 
tho bullet is made to pass. The instant 
tho bullet is in front of the camera 
breaks an electric circuit, producing a 
spark which illuminates the bullet for 
an instant, and its image is impressed 
upon the sensitive plate. Tho dura­ 
tion of tho electric spark is almost 
infinitesimal, and since the plato is 
affected only during tho continuance of 
tho spark, a well defined photograph 
Of an object moving at a greater 
velocity than that of sound is obtained. 
Such pictures show the condensation of 
tho air in front of the budlet, the 
vacuum left behind it, and the eddies 
and currents produced in the surround­ 
ing air by its motion; and they afford 
information which is of value in deter­ 
mining the best shape to bo given to 
the projectile in order to reduce to a 
minimum tho resistance which the air 
Opposes to its flight, and so increase 
its range and effect.
